For United Staten Steel Corpora­ 
tion, the year 1052 wan marked by 
the pouring of it* billionth ton of 
ingots and opening of the completed 
portion of its new F a irle a Works.

utid marred by one of the longest 
strikes In its history, Benjamin 
• F. Fairless, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, says In the Corpora­

“At the end of the year, the latest 
step In corporate structure revision 
was effected whereby the United 
States Steel Corporation has be­ 
come primarily an operating com­ 
pany although continuing to own 
tile capital stock of certain of the 
subsidiaries which are not engaged 
In steel production,’’ Mr. Fairless 
says. 
"A a direct result of the strike, 
ti. 8. Steel’s production, shipments, 
sales, wages paid, taxes and Income 
reinvested for the year all fell 
short of the high levels of IM I. 
During the latter part of the year, 
however,

settled, U. S. Steel's rate of produc­ 
tion shipment of defense and civil­ 
ian 
products 
achieved

breaking levels. 
“During the year, there were two 
general strikes and a strike threat 
necessitating

Including U. S. Steel. The resulting 
loss In ll. S. Steel's production of 
Ingots was 8.9 million tons. This 
brings U. 8. Steel’s total production 
loss from strikes since V-J Day In 
1945 to an estimated 18.9 million 
tons.
